Former Bund Leader 


In U. S. Reported 


Dead Over a Year 


Munich, Germany (IP) — The 


death of Fritz Kuhn, once the 
noisy U. S. leader of the Nazi 
German-American Bund, was dis- 
closed yesterday more than a year 
after he died in obscurity. 


Otto Gritschender, Kuhn's for- 


mer lawyer, said in answer to in- 
quiries that Kuhn died Dec. 14, 
1951, at the age of 55. Gretsch- 
neder did not know the cause of 
his death. 


Kuhn ended his checkered career 


as a. poor chemist, and his death 
was not reported by the newspap- 
ers.- 


He made big headlines in the 


1930's, however, when he strutted 
in America in a storm trooper's 
uniform and thundered the praise 
of Adolf Hitler. He went to the 
United States from Germany in 
1928, 
was naturalized, two years 


later and became national leader 
of the bund in 1936. 


Kuhn was convicted in 1939 by 


a. New York jury of stealing Bund 
funds and imprisoned. In 1954, he 
was deported to Germany. 


In postwar Germany, he was in 


and out of prison, jailed by both 
American and German authorities 
at different times. Finally a Ger- 
man appellate court whittled down 
a 10-year sentence handed him by 
a denazification court and freed 
him Feb. 22, 1949. 


SEC. DULLES

He 
went on to say that much of the 
groundwork has been laid by his 
predecessors in office, W. Floyd 
Clinger and Mr. DeFrees, and that 
he intends to stress the need for 
more volunteers for the ground- 
air observation corps.

Principal Causes 
Of Deaths in 1952 


When the Warren Board of 


Health met for- it* annual organ- 
ization meeting at the Municipal 
Building, Friday, the annual report 
revealed that heart diseases caus- 
ed by far the larger number of 
deaths here during 1952, 97 victims 
being listed. Carcinoma was blam- 
ed for the second heavier toll, 38; 
cerebral hemorrhage, 23; infant 
deaths, 13; and pneumonia, 11. In 
contagious diseases, C. S. Menin^ 
gitia caused two deaths; pulmon- 


j ary tuberculosis. 1; syphilis, 1; 
accidents, 13; and there were three 
suicides.

Board president: J. Russell Han- 
sen, vice-president; Dr. William S. 
Walters, secretary; with J. A. Ver- 
Milyea and Howard Lauffenburger 
as the other two members. 


With 859 houses released from 


quarantine, measles led the list of 
contagious diseases with 401 cases 
reported; chicken pox, 295; Ger- 
man measles, 
260; mumps, 70; 


whooping cough, 17; scarlet fever, 
5; poliomyelitis, 5; and C. S. Men- 
ingitis, 4. The report listed 218 
quarantine visits and 78 com- 
plaints investigated, of which 61 
were found to be valid. 


While 157 applications for milk 


permits were received, only 152* 
were issued 'and the inspections 
were many, ill of public eating 
and drinking places; 120 grocery 
stores, bakenes and meat markets; 
155 dairies; 7 school rest rooms; 
and 5 playgrounds, as well as -341 
miscellaneous extra visits.

CHILDREN'S DENTAL HEALTH DAY 


The erroneous belief that a child's first teeth are 


unimportant "because they fall out anyway" has 
added immeasurably to the staggering toll of adult 
dertal disease in the United States, the president of 
the American Dental Association says. 


In a statement issued in connection with the fifth 


annual National Children's Dental Health Day being 
observed through the United States today, Dr. Otto 
W. Brandhorst, ot St. Louis, says the care that teeth 
receive duiing childhood determines to a substantial 
degree the stato of the individual's dental health 
throughour his adult life. 


Loss of teeth prematurely in children can lead to 


poor masticatie?!. diseased second teeth and facial 
disfiguration as remaining teeth shift and crowd out 
of position the erupting second teeth, he says. 


Dr. Brandhorst lists four rules of dental health 


for children: 


1. Proper use of the toothbrush immediately af- 


ter eating is one of the most effective weapons 
against dental decay. By the age of three, the 
child should be i aught to brush his teeth, or at least 
rinse out his mouth with water, within ten minutes 
after eating. 


2. The diet should be well-balanced with sugar 


intake kept as low as possible. America's sweet tooth 
is the No. One enemy of dental health and the prime 
cause of tooth decay. 


3. Early detection and treatment of dental dis- 


ease will prevent more serious dental ills later. 


4. The fluoridation of community water supplies 


to give children in the community the prospect of 
two-thirds less *.ooth decay throughout their lives 
than children living in areas where water supplies 
are fluoride-deficient. 


He calls for the development and expansion of 


community health programs to make dental health 
education and care available to all children as the 
most practical way of raising the level of the nation's 
dental health.

AEC Quells Fears of Danger 
From Atomic Weapons Tests

\V7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—Along with its announcement that a new 


series of atomic weapon tests will be-made in Nevada in March, 


the Atomic Energy Commission has disclosed that in these tests 
existing safety standards are more than adequate to overcome any 
radiation danger to the rest of the US. 


This is perhaps the most reassuring news that AEC could make at. 


this time to quiet fears of lasting injury to human, animal and plant- 
life from what is known as "fall-out." 


This is the name given by atomic scientists to the falling back to 


earth of radioactive particles in the cloud that rises from an atomic 
explosion. 


Twenty "nuclear devices or weapons," as they are called, have 


been exploded in the last two years at the 640-square-mile proving 
ground 65 miles northwest' of Las Vegas, Nev 
Detailed scientific 


measurements nave been made after each of these tests, all over 
the United States. 


In fact, a radiation monitoring system of 121 stations has now 


been established in this country to insure the safety of the American 
people not only from U S. test weapons but also from any enemy 
A-bombs that might be dropped in a surprise attack. 
TfARLY in December the AEC announced contracts for the construc- 


tion .of over a million dollars' worth of "expendable structures" 


at the Nevada proving ground. Work on these structures is now being 
rushed, and it is assumed that some of them will be ready for the 
March tests, in which 18,000 U. S. troops will be maneuvered. 


All these tests serve to familiarize the armed services, civil defense 


workers and the entire U. S, civilian population with safety precau- 
tions to be observed against atomic weapons. 
, 


The effects of the first 20 explosions in Nevada are summed up liy 


the commission in this way: 


One. No person has been injured by blast waves or exposed to a 


harmful amount of radiation from fall-out. This radiation has been 
far below the level which would cause any detectable effect on the 
children of exposed people. 


Two. There has been no accumulation of hazardous radioactivity 


in the soil. The uptake of radioactivity by plants has not created any 
dangers of radioactivity in food supplies'. 
•"THREE. About 100 head of a herd of 500 cattle grazing in the test 
•*• area sustained skin lesions in one of the 1952 tests. This caused 
some hair discoloration, but neither the health nor the reproductive 
ability of the cattle was impaired. 


Four. For the 20 explosions, a total of 453 claims were filed for 


direct blast damage in Las Vegas and other nearby communities. 
This damage consisted of cracked plaster or stucco and broken win- 
dows. Three hundred and eighty-one of these claims were allowed, 
and settlements of $42,929 have been paid. 


This safety record in connection with the Nevada tests has been 


achieved largely by pre-test precautions. Ample warnings are given 
before each test. Troops and AEC workers in the blast area are 
required to face away from the blast at the instant of explosion 
Civil Aeronautics Authority keeps all aircraft out of the; test area If 
wind and weather conditions are such that radiation or fall-out might' 
be dangerous, the test is postponed. 


The AEC system of monitoring all atomic tests is to be continued 


and strengthened. Public health officials are to be kept advised on 
the levels of radioactivity from fall-out of explosion. Says the com- 
mission: "There is now no reason for alarm, since the radioactivity 
released by fall-out has proved not to be hazardous."

Congressmen Plan

Among Postmasters 


Erie—Clifford J. Welsh, secre- 


tary to Congressman Carroll D. 
Kearns from the Erie district, will 
be Erie's new postmaster and one 
of approximately 60 new appoin- 
tees to similar jobs in the North- 
western' Pennsylvania district, it 
was indicated last week. 


Although the procedure under 


which a change can be made, 
which will remove Postmaster 
Charles Schloss from the Erie post* 
has not been clarified, political ob- 
servers said Thursday there is no 
doubt about the program. 


Welsh said that Republican lead- 


ers, who took over Washington 
only January 20th, have agreed on 
the plan under which members of 
the House of Representatives, 
such aa Kearns, will have the key 
role in naming postmasters in 
their districts. 
vThe Associated Press said too 


that there are about 22,241 first, 
second and third positions which 
the Republicans plan to fill. 


Erie is in the nrst class where 


appointments come from the pres- 
ident and arc subject to Senate 
confirmation. 


Technically all postmasterships 


are under civil service and are held 
for 
an indefinite term, which 


raises the question of how Schloss 
can be deposed.

Crawford and Mercer county areas 
to be affected will be MeadvUle, 
Titusville, 
Cambridge 
Springs, 


Conneaut Lake, Grove City, Far- 
rell, G r e e n v i l l e , Sharpsvillc, 
Sharon.

A queer cuss, Durango. The son 
,o£ a wealthy landowner, he had 
risen to a position of power sec- 
ond only to Diaz'. Yet he had been 
so filled with pity for the down- 
trodden peons that he turned his 
back on the well-fed aristocracy 
A true Robin Hood, he had raided 
"the rich to feed the poor and won 
the highest acclaim a man could 
achieye: bandido terrifico! All the 
poor ones had rallied to his call. 


Presently he investigated the 
saddlebags and found seven dou- 
ble eagles remaining; a hundrec 
and forty dollars. There had been 
upwards of twc thousand dollars' 
worth of them at noon, which was 
the approximate price he had paid 
for the privilege of living. 
"Cheap," Rimbaud said. Pock- 
eting the seven gold pieces, he 
added, "Enough for a celebration 
in Junction town," and wondered 
if Eve Odegarde still ran her little 
restaurant next door to Gabbert's 
Livery.

He was try- 
ing to get a hand up for protec- 
tion when the ground exploded 
against his face. 
For a brier, blank interval Rim- 
baud felt nothing at all. Then he 
became remotely aware of voices, 
of being lifted, and of being 
dropped. Afterward he understood 
that he was lying face down in 
the road. Blood and dust made a 
gritty mixture in his mouth, and 
there was a throbbing ache along 
his ieft temple. Turning over, he 
supported himself on an elbow 
and peered about him. The roan 
stood cropping grass a dozen yards 
south of the highway, that me- 
thodical crunching the only sound. 
It occurred to Rimbaud that he 
wasn't in the defile; glancing at 
ihe dust, he saw boot tracks where 
two men had carried him out here. 
Still dazed by the impact oE his 
lead long fall. Rimbaud got slowly 
to his feet Noticing that his hol- 
ster was empty, ha muttered, "So 
are my pockets—and my belly."

That baffled Jim Rimbaud. Why 
had they waylaid him? 
And after yanking him from the 
saddle, why had they carried him 
out here? 
He thought about that as be 
walked over to his roan, and could 
find no logical explanation. It 
didn't make sense. Two men had 
ambushed him with a rope, had 
carried him for a few feet, and 
then dropped him like -a sack of 
grain. 
Rimbaud 
fingered 
the 
bloody bruise on his head and 
swore morosely as he rode into 
the dark defile again. 
Halfway through Rimbaud 
heard the roan's hoof strike metal, 
and guessed instantly that his gun 
lay in the dust. Dismounting, he 
felt for the Buntline and found it, 
and understood why he had been 
carried out of here. The two men 
hadn't been robbers. They had 
mistaken him for someone else, 
and toted him into the moonlight 
for a look at his face. He won- 
dered who they- had been after. 
Must be someone about Ms size 
and shape; someone they wanted 
to take alive. He was still think- 
ing about it as he rode into Junc- 
tion. 


The town looKed exactly as Rim- 
baud remembered it. Sprawled in 
the moonlight, its frame and 
adobe structures made an untidy 
pattern that began with a hodge- 
podge of stock pens here at the 
west end of Main Street and 
petered out near the base of Cem- 
etery Hill to the east. 
Observing the lamplit windows 


of Eve Odegarde's restaurant just 
beyond Gabbert's Livery, Rim- 
baud felt a high sense of anticipa- 
tion.
